i HE whole subject of dog 


license taxes will again be 
threshed out in the 
Wis- 


consin 
legislature. This sub- 


ject attracts more attention and 
debate than some of the larRer 
taxation measures. 
Assembly- 


man William Olson, Green coun- 
ty, has opened the way for mak- 
iiis the dog license law option- 
afand it is claimed by some' 
that if his bill is enacted that 
few if any counties will retain 
the law. 


The dog license law as a com- 


pulsory measure has been in op- 
crat.on less than a year. The 
farmers claim that it has cacscd 
much dissatisfaction. The pres- 
ent law fixes (.he dog license fee 
at S5 for a female dog and $3 
for a male. The Olson bill would 
make' the uniform fee $2. These 
fees as now collected are placed 
in a fund in each county to pay 
indemnities *o persons who have 
sheep, cattle and horses killed 
or injured by dops. The sheep 
men of northern Wisconsin have 
alwa>s urped the enactment of 
such a law. 


Assemblyman Olson declares 


thnt by making the law optional 
those counties that have many 
sheep, farmers may adopt the 
provisions of 
the law. Other 


counties will not be bothered by 
the dog tax. To be sure that the 
sentiment of the county is back 
of the taxing of docs, however, 
the Olson bill provides that it 
must be approved 
by a three- 


fourths 
vote 
of 
the county 


board. 


The exemptions under 
the 


Btnte income tax law will prove 
to be one of the interesting top- 
ics of the session. 
Assembly- 


man Goodman of La fayette 
county already haS 8 bill for 
practically doubling tne pres-

This bill would 
have higher exemptions than 
under the present state law, .but

ship terminal of the most modern 
type is to be erected at the port of 
Hamburg, Germany, according to an 
announcement made today by Pros. 
P. A. S. Franklin of the. Interna- 
tional Mercantile.. Marine Co. The 
terminal wfll be bnfflt with American 
capital,' equipped with 
American 


machinery, and used exlusivaly by 
American steamer*. 


Adjacent to the Hamburg Ameri- 


can piers, the American terminal 
will excel them in equipment and 
efficiency, and wfll rate as the fin- 
est in Germany. It will have a total 
length; of-nearly half a mile, with, 
depth of water alongside to aceorn-:. 
modate the largest passenger liners < 
now operated in the American line's ' 
service from New York. Sheds will \ 
be built -of cpncrete and steel, 656 
feet long and having a ground floor 
area of 2% acres. 
, 
In pursuance of its policy to es- 


tablish itself permanently in Ham- 
burg, the American Line has bougb,t 
a building in the steamship section, 
for its own occupancy as German 
headquarters, and has sent out an 
American, steamship expert, as res- 
ident manager. 


Tho American service which is 


thus establishing itself in Hamburg 
was tfhe first to open direct passeh- 
ger and freight communication be- 
tween the United State* and Ger- 
many following the war. The first 
sE"ip placed on the route, the Man- 
churia, left New York on Dec. 20, 
1919, with passengers and a huge 
cargo of. foodstuffs for the famiph- 
ed Germans.

The People's Press 


North Dakota Official Tells of Need of Newspapers Owned 


by the People. 


^QPEAKING on "The Future of the American Press," at Ford 
'O Hall this week, Walter W. Liggett, deputy Imrjiigration 
commissioner of North Dakota, characterized the daily news- 
papers of America as "the greatest obstacles that lie in the way 
of political progress and economic advancement on the part of 
the people." 


He declared that there could be no genuine democracy in 


*.iil» United States until there were established in every large city 


!. In the country daily journals that were "co-operatively owned 
i; and democratically directed by groups of organized workers and 


'i fanners."

'• 
Mr. Liggett said that the daily papers of the future would 


;'b« actually newspapers and not merely "advertising mediums," 
-and strongly emphasized the necessity to have them supported 
by the subscription price alone. 


Mr. Liggett then spoke of the cooperatively owned dailies 


and weeklies which have already been established in the Da- 
kotu, Minnesota, Montana and Idaho, saying that this coopera- 
tive preas now has more than one million readers and which 
represents an investment of nearly $3,000,000 on the part of 
100,000 stockholders. 


"No other development of the farmers' movement in the 


West promises so much permanent good as this beginning of 
the establishment of a people's press in America," said Mr. 
Liggett. "These papers have been the beacon fires that have 
guarded the economic and political liberties of the people. They 
have united the .producers and consumers, and pointed out the 
evtls that inflict them alike. As a consequence, North Dakota 
la the only State in the Union of which it can be truthfully said 
that a 'government of the people, for the people and by the peo- 
ple* exists there." 


Stricter regulations to compel newspapers to divulge their 


ownership were advocated by Mr. Liggett. He suggested that 
advertising might be made a government monopoly upon the 
basis of circulation; but flouted the idea of government owned 
journals, recenly proposed by William Jennings Bryan, saying: 


"The same interests that own the newspapers today also 


own the government, and that is why there is no hope in a gov- 
ernment-owned press or in governmental regulation of the press.
